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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive since 
applicant's claim language is too broad to exclude the devices taught by the prior art. Wang's disclosure of a sub-twisted nematic having 
a phase that exhibits birefringence meets applicant's claim language which merely recites the twist range of the liquid crystal. 
Furthermore, the claim limitation of "an optical plate between the liquid crystal layer and the second substrate" can be interpreted as 
meaning one or more optical plates, and is not specifically limited to a single optical plate. Lastly, it is believed that art recognized 
equivalence constitutes sufficient motivation to modify or combine. 
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
